Medical  Officer’s  Report.

The  MEDICAL  OFFICER  (Dr.  W.  J.  Le  Tall) 
presented  his  annual  report,  which  was  as  follows  : 
— In  this  annual  report,  I  again  divide  your 
authority  into  four  districts.  Beighton  :  Deaths, 
117;  births,  327.  In  the  Beighton  division  of  your 
district,  whico  name  will  cease  with  the  year  1895, 
there  has  been  a  considerable  amount  of  sanitary 
work  carried  on.  The  small  sewage  works  at 
Swallownest  not  fulfilling  the  present  requirements 
are  about  being  enlarged,  plans  having  been  pre¬ 
pared  by  a  sanitary  engineer,  and  submitted  to 
your  Board  for  the  more  effectual  dealing  with  the 
sewage  before  it  leaves  the  works.  Since  the 
present  works  were  put  down  the  population  ha3 
doubled,  so  that  what  was  adequate  then,  now  is 
unable  to  deal  with  the  greatly  increased  outflow. 
This  division  having  now  a  good  and  constant  water 
supply  adds  also  to  the  amount  of  sewage  outflow. 
The  sewage  here  being  entirely  domestic  and  no 
closets,  we  may  look  for  a  more  satisfactory  result 
than  is  sometimes  obtained  by  these  works,  Tbe 
Aston  sewering  is  now  completed,  and  nigh  all  the 
houses  are  oonneeted.  The  water  supplied  by  your 
authority  is  now  in  general  use  in  this  division.  I 
am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  tjpboid 
has  not  put  in  an  appearance,  There 
have  been  no  cases  of  lead  poisoning. 
Several  deaths  from  croup  have  occurred  in  children 
under  5  years  of  age.  The  oases  have  been  in 
different  localities,  and  not  confined  to  the  lower 
parts  of  it,  as  in  previous  years.  During  tbe 
autumn  months,  infantile  diarrhoea  proved  very 
fatal,  as  many  as  10  deaths  under  5  years  of  age 
resulting  from  this  cause.  The  carrying  out  of  the 
sewage  scheme  at  Uiley  still  awaits  the  Local 
Government  Board’s  sanction.  The  village  being 
small,  there  is  little  effluent.  The  inhabitants  are 
principally  supplied  from  wells,  yet  there  has  been 
no  typhoid.  Towards  the  close  of  1895,  scarlet 
fever  became  prevalent,  and  at  the  prosent  time 
there  are  a  number  of  cases,  but  no  fatal  ones.  The 
occupation  of  the  men  in  this  division  comes  to  the 
front  as  a  cause  of  death;  there  had  been  lour 


inquests.  Three  of  them  were  upon  men  who  had 
lost  their  lives  in  the  collieries.  Maltby  Division  ; 
Deaths  40,  bii tbs  67.  This  still  maintaius  its, 
healthy  record.  It  is  greatly  an  agricultural  popu- 
lation.  Although  there  have  been  numerous  oases 
of  scarlet  fevt  r,  none  of  them  proved  fatal.  One 
case  of  typhoid  was  reported  at  Thrybergh.  I  could 
not  detect  uny  contamination  in  the  water  to  account 
for  it.  The  patient  came  from  a  neighbouring 
authority  where  typhoid  prevailed,  and  he  had  only 
foetn  a  fow  days  in  our  district  when  he  fell  ill.  No 
other  easo  has  arisen.  Rotherham  Division : 
Deaths  79,  births  120.  This  division  is  increasing 
rapidly  in  population.  There  are  numerous  cases 
of  sickness  amongst  the  younger  part  of  it.  Numerous 
cases  of  soarlet  fever  have  arisen,  and  two  deaths 
are  attributed  to  this  cause.  The  type  is  a  mild 
one,  and  many  have  passed  satisfactorily  through 
the  disease.  There  are  one  death  from  croup  and 
one  from  diphtheria.  Most  of  the  sickness  has 
been  at  C»nklcw,  where  a  number  of  workmen’s 
houses  have  been  built.  The  houses  are  of  a  good 
stamp,  but  rather  in  a  low  situation,  probably  not 
more  than  25  feet  above  the  river  h-d. 
situation  is  generally  favourable  for  the  develop-  i 
ment  of  croup.  Wath  division :  44  deaths,  109 
births.  Here  there  have  been  few  deaths  during  ! 
the  year  from  zymotic  diseaee.  One  from  erysipelas 
at  Harley,  an  hotel  waiter.  This  is  the  only 
zymotic  death  in  this  division  during  the  year. 
Here  we  have  had  several  cases  of  typhoid  fever, 
and  they  all  recovered.  They  were  at  Thorpe 
Hesley.  A  great  part  of  the  property  here  is  old, 
and  the  houses  where  the  cases  were  are  low,  and  bb 
is  generally  tbe  case  with  old  property,  tbe  ground 
floor  is  not  sufficiently  raised  <  ut  of  t'  e  ground. 
The  water  used  was  from  the  R  tnerbam  Corpora¬ 
tion  supply.  I  cannot  attribute  the  outbreak  to  tbe 
water.  In  this  division  eewage  works  hare  been 
put  down  at  Harley  and  Wentworth.  They  do 
clear  the  sewage  to  Borne  extent,  but  there  is  con-  ' 
»iderable  room  for  improvement.  At  Concrete  ;  ! 
Works  for  the  precipitation  of  the  sewage  are  in 
progress,  and  here  we  hope  to  have  better  results. 
Certainly  the  health  of  the  workpeople  living  at 
Concrete  is  much  better  than  it  was  a  few  years 
ago.  During  the  year  the  authority  has  adopted 
the  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease  Act.  A  joint 
Iufectious  Hospital  Board  has  been  formed  for  the 
north  part  of  your  district,  your  authority  joining 
with  the  Wath  Urban  Authority.  They  Rre  about 
erecting  an  Isolator  n  Ifectious  Hospital  a  mile  from 
Wath.  This  will,  I  trust,  prove  a  benefit  to  the 
north  part  of  your  district.  The  probable  death 
rate  for  your  district  is  15T0  per  1,000.  Birth 
rate  33  28  per  1,000.
